REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitation that the second filter section defines a greater number of 
equally sized filter cells than the filter section. Bosma discloses a symmetrical vascular filter wherein all the filter cells are of 
equal size but does not disclose a second filter section defining a greater number of filter cells. However Greenhalqh discloses 
a vascular filter which has a second filter filter section with a greater number of filter cells than a first section. It would have 
been obvious to someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide higher density filtering in the second 
section, as disclosed by Greenhalgh. in the device of Bosma while maintaining equally sized filter cells to provide a greater 
filtering efficiency, allowing particles to flow into the filter through the first portion but retaining those particles in the denser 
second portion. 

Weaver discloses the use of a hook structure.
